Miss Jessie Quinby, daughter of tle 
late Eben C. Quinby, and a one-time 
society leader in St. Louis, and accom- 
plished in painting and music, through 
studies in Europe, was a defendant in 
the Dayton Street, Police Court Friday. 

The charge of disturbing the peace, 
which caused Miss Quinby to spend an 
afternoon and a night in a eell wita 
three drunken negro women and another 
white woman, was made by J. B. Coz 
zee at the instance of T:; K. N.ed.in,- 
haus, president of the National i.n.m- 
eling and Stamping Co., and chair.ian 
of tne Republican state Comm.,ttee. 

In the charge is involved a claim of 
$30,000 which Miss Quinby says. she 
holas against the Nieuringnhaus firm. 

Her father was a prominent manu- 
facturer 2% years ago. 

The arrest was made Wednesday at 
the office of, the firm, Second street and 
Cass avenue, by a policeman = sum- 
moned by Cozzens, who is assistant 
general manager of the firm. ; 

At the hearing Friday, after two 
prosecuting witnesses had __ tes‘itied, 
Judge Pollard dismissed the case with- 
out questioning Miss Quinby.

She asserts that 
She holds a claim of $30,000 against 
the firm, and her visits to the office' 
have been made with the purpose of | | 
altempting to collect this claim. She} 
fas frequently been given money, never 
in recognition of any ciaim, but from 
charitable motives. 


“On the morning of the arrest she 
came to the office and had some con- 
versation with Mr. T. K. Niedringhaus, 
which ended when he told me to ‘get 
rid of this woman.’ 

After he had told me that, he walked 
into his private office and shut the door. 
She tried to open it, but failed, because 
Mr. Niedringhaus held it closed on the 
other side. She took a nilace near the 
door. I told her to leave. 

“Shortiy after that Mr. Niedringhaus 
came out of his office, walked past Miss 
Quinby, left the office. She then went 
into his private office and sat down. I 
went for a policeman, who found her 
in the same seat and arrested her.’ 

Judge Pollard then said that the in- 
cident which had been related was not 
a disturbance of the peace, as that of- 
fense is described by the city ordi- 
nances. 

At this point it was asked whether 'T. 
kK. Niedringhaus was in court. Attor- 
ney Fidelio C. Sharp, who represents 
the Niedringhaus firm, replied that he 
was not and added that the prosecution 
did not desire to have him called.

Man Who Struck Girl Found 
Guilty in Police Court. — 


E. J. Brennan, also known as “Red,” 
racehorse follower and frequenter of 


saloons, was fined a total of $75 in two 
cases by Judge Tracy in the City Hall 
Po ice Court Friday for assaulting Lieut.

Saloon Keeper Can Have Trans- 
fer Arranged by Closing 
His Saloon. 


Managers of barbecues picnics for 
charity and celebrations, who go to 
the Excise Commissioner for a permit to 
sell intoxicants for a single day only are 
belhg turned down in considerable num- 
bers by Excise Commissioner Mulvihill. 
On Thursday his office was visited by a 
delbgation of negroes who desired his 
approval of a barbecue plan they had 


formed of selling sandwiches and giving | 


away with each a glass of beer. 

“That is a mere subterfuge,’ the dele- 
gation was told, ‘‘and if you give away 
the beer you will be prosecuted for sell- 
ing ‘iquor without a_ license.’” The 
neg roes we nt away disappointed. 

e get frequent applications from 
organizations desiring to sell liquor for 
one day on a specia) occasion,’ says 
Excise Commissioner Mulvihill. ‘The 
law is absolute in its provision that no 
license shall be fssued for less than six 
months or at a cost less than $300. A 
recent case in which I had to turn 
down an application for a one-day li- 
cense was that of the Protestant’ 
Orphans’ home, which wanted to sell! 
liquor at a picnic, the proceeds to be 
devoted to the benefit of the institution. 

“The delegation which made the re- 
quest pointed out that the beer would be 
donated by the breweries and that a 
large sum of money could be realized 
from the sale of the beer. When I told 
them I would like to favor them, but 
that the law gave me no option what- 
ever they appeared greatly surprised. 

“Why, one of the delegation said, 
‘your predecessors have arava granted 
us this privilege without question.’ 


(an Be Legally Arranged. 
“T cannot interpret the law give 
ing me such a power. The only way 
liquor can be sold at a special occasion 
for one day is to have some saloon 


keeper change his location from the 
piace where his license permits him to 
sell to the grounds where the festivi- 
ties are held. The saloon keeper, to do 
this, must close his regular place for 
the day, and must file a regularly

shaped petition allowing him to open in. 
the new place. His application for the | 
transfer of his license must lie in this, 
office the prescribed 10 days before it 
can be granted. 

“The persons who apply for one-day 
dispensations declare frequently that} 
they have already arranged for their 
license from the Federal Government 

e Government does not make the re- 
strictions we are compelled to make 
under our excise law.e The purpose of 
our law is not,.to multiply saloons. The 
Government grants a license to a wom- 
an, and even disreputable resorts. We 
are expressly prohibited by the law 
from granting such licenses.’’ 

Applications for one-day  dispensa- 
tions come in at the rate of apout two 
a month. Shows like the “Burning of 
Moscow’ make strong pleas for short- 
term Ncenses. They must all pay $300, 
which gives them the right to run six 
months, or they must arrange with a 
saloon keeper to transfer his license to 
the new location. At the House of 
Delegates’ recent outing at the Fair 
Grounds the method by transfer was 
used to get the selling privilege. The 
saloon keeper had to, submit a petition 
for a transfer of his license signed by 
a majority of the property owners on 
the Fair Grounds block. The Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical Association con- 
stituted this majority.

after only first-class literature can be 
bought on the’trains which have a con- 
tract with the Brown News (Co. 

In cutting out these books the first 
Step has been taken to raise the stand- 


ard of literature sold on trains. In late 
years some of the worst specimens of 
the “train robbery’ stories have not 
been sold on the trains, but now even 
the best of the bad is tabovoed. 

It would naturally be supposed that 
the cempany's revenue would be dimin- 
ished, but thfs is not the case. Almost 
all of the poor books have been selling 
for % cents. Now those that will be 
sold will bring 50 cents. For some time 
there will not be so many sold, but the 
revenue will not be diminished. 

It is expected that the example set 
by the Brown News Co. will aid the 
other ‘news companies in making the 
same move. Mr. Brown has been work- 
the matter for some time and 
has eum slowly preparing for the gen- 
eral order by cutting out objectionable 
books from nh time to time.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 14-—-Dr. W. 
W. ‘gurver, who conducted hospitals for 
women at 101 Niagara street and 723 
Prospect avenue in this city, is a pris- 
oner at police headquarters and the 
police are trying to unravel the mys- 
tery of the sudden disappearance of 
Gertrude Knight of Philadelphia from 
his Niagara-street establishment, where 
large quantities of blood-stained clothes 
and bedding were found. 

The police were first attracted to Dr. 
Turner's Niagara street place on 
Wednesday morning, when, following a 
quarrel with Miss Geddes, his head 
nurse, Dr. Turver went through the 
place with an ax, smashing furniture 
and windows. 

While investigating the case of the 
disturbance the police found a bed satu- 
rated with blood and a furnace partly 
filled with blood-soaked cotton. 

Said Girl Left Town. 

It was learned that a patient, who 
gave her name as Gertrude Knight of 
Philadelphia, occupied the room. on 
Tuesday. Miss Geddes, the nurse, told 
District Attorney Abbott that her pa- 
tient left the hospital on Wednesday 
and took the 11 a. m. train for Phila- 
deilphia. Her testimony in this re- 
spect is partially confirmed by Mrs. 
Ayes, a boarding house keeper, to 
whom Dr. Turver sent some of his 
patients. She said a woman came to 
her place Tuesday night and left for 
Philadelphia Wednesday. She did aot 
know her name, however. 

While investigating the Knight case 
the police learned: that Edith Pinner 
of Hoboken, N. J., died at the Pros- 
pect Avenue Hospital Sept. 8. Miss 
Pinner’s body was shipped to her 
home at Hoboken, N. J., by Under- 
taker M. J. Prouty. 

Has Buried Fight. 

In the last year Prouty says he has 
bured six women and two children for 
Turver. It was first suspected that the 
Pinner woman and the woman who dis- 
appeared from the Niagara street place 
were the same. This theory was dis- 
missed vesterday when a trunk found 
in the Niagara Street Hospital was 
opened by the police. 

It was ffilled with women’s fine 








clothing and a bundle of letters ad- 
dressed to Gertrude Knight. All the un- 
explained circumstances that now re- 
main have to do with her. 

Fhysictans consulted by the police 
doubt the statements regarding Miss 
Knight's sudden departure from Tur- 
ver’s place. They say: that the woman 
who occupied the chamber on Niagara 
street lost so much blood that it would 
be impossible for her to travel so soon. 
They are also puzzled to know why she 
should leave her trunk and clothing at 
such a place. 

Miss Geddes, upon being taken to the 
District Attorney's office, admitted that 
Dr. Turver'’s sally with an ax followed 
a quarrel with her, but steadfastly de- 
clined to divulge the cause of _ their 
trouble.

Neither can the ques- 
tion as to whether Mr. Sullivan be re- 
elected to the national committee be 
submitted to the members of a commit- 
tee already adjourned. Such-a decision 
woulq have no binding force. 

Mr. Bryan says he will urge the Demo- 
cratic party to put itself in a position 
where it can fight boldly and persist- 
ently for the regulation of such cor- 
porations as are not monopolistic, and 
for the prevention of any private 
monopoly whatever. To this end the 
organization must be composed of men 
who are free to act for the public, 
and not tied by personal interests to 
corporations which are seeking’ favor at 
the public’s expense. 


APPLAUDS CINCINNATI 
FOR ITS REFORM MAYOR. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 14.—With a 
stand on the diamond of the National 
League Ball Park as a rostrum, W. J. 
Bryan last night spoke to an immense 
gathering, which filled the grandstand 
and several thousand additional 
chairs. Mr. Bryan told his audience 
how pléased he was over the recep- 
tfon and congratulated the people of 
Cincinnati over the election of an 
honest Mayor. He said previous to 
Mayor Dempsey’s advent Cincinnati 
Was second only to Philadelphia in 
municipal corruption. 


“BRYAN POLICY WOULD 
RUIN COUNTRY”—SHAW. 


NGWPORT, Tenn., Sept. 14.—Secre- 
tary Shaw spoke here today to a crowd 
of about 700 persons. He defended the 
Republican administrations, upholding 
the trusts as a general proposition, and 
vigorously attacking Bryan's declara- 
tions, especially his Government rail- 
road policy. He acknowledged Mr. Bry- 
an to be the most prominent private 
citizen in the United States today, but 
declared that, should Bryan's ideas pre- 
vail. the country would ‘‘go to ruin, as 
it did when Grover Cleveland was 
President: also, that the enforcement 
of Bryan’s theory would, in effect, 
change the whole plan of government 
which Thomas Jefferson founded.”

Of 32 Demands Made by Oper- 
ators, Only 4 Are Granted 
by Employers.

CHICIAGO, Sept. 14.—A general strike 
of operators of the Postal Telegraph 
Cable Co., with Chicago as the central 
field of operations, became a possibility 
today when the answer of the company 
to a long series of demands of the union 
Was given out. 

To a list of 32 suggested rules which 
the local officers of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ Union submiited to E. J. 
Nally, general superintendent of the 
company, only three or four were adopt- 
ed, which the operators consider im- 
portant concessions. In al! the other 
“suggestions” the employes were 
“turned down,” gently, but firmly. 

Behind the demand of the employes, 
which probably will take the shane of 
an ultimatum on certain questions of 
wages and hours within a few days, lies 
the great question of the recognition of 
the union. The demand of the operat- 
ors was made simultaneously in Chica- 
g0, New Orleans, Birmingham and 
Washington.

The Swiss army is one of the most re- 
markable of her political institutions. | 
It is the ideal toward which the com- 
mon people of every European country, 
weighed down with taxation to support 
huge standing armies, turn with long- 
ing and hope. 

According to the Arena the Swiss 
system of militia saves millions of 
money to the taxpayers and gives years 
of freedom from military service to the 
so'diers. 

Practically all Swiss serve from the 
age of 20 to 50 in the militia and re- 
serves. The raw recruits go into schools, 
the infantry for 45 days, the cavalry for 
80 days. 

After this the cavalry serves 16 days 
each year and the infantry and artil- 
lery 14 days each every other year.

HOLLY 10 APPEAL 
TO LEGISLATURE 


Plumber Who Can’t Buy Mate- 
rial Will Ask for Law to 
Punish Trust. 


SUCH LAWS ELSEWHERE 





Orders Refused From Men Not 
Members of Master Plumb- 
ers’ Association. 


W. A. Holly, a registered plumber at 
15 South Garrison avenue, who has suf- 
fered a bitter exnerience at the hands 
of the St. Louis Plumbers’ Trust, will 
request the next Missouri Legislature 
to enact a law making it a criminal 
offense to refuse wares ‘to any and all 
who are able to pay-for them. 

Mr. Holly is not a member of the 
Master Piumbers’ Association, and 
| Mer ‘in is the cause of his grievance. 





Menbership in this organization costs 
$10) and the dwes are $1 mouthly. In 
addition, there are other obligations to 
be met by the Master Plumbers, which 
make the membership expense a finan- 
cial hardship to the humbler class” of 
tradesmen. ; 

Mr. Holly is the father of a large 
family. He was formerly a gas fitter, 
but was forced to give this up when 
the gas companies began putting in 
their own pipes and gas fixtures. He 
then took up plumbing. 

“I did not join the Master Plumbers 
organization simply because I could not 
aftord to do so,’ said Mr. Holly to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday. “‘Just 
why they should ask $100 from each 
member {| can't understand, unless it is 
for the purpose of having a banquet 
every year and other costly affairs of 
that Kind. There is only one house in 
St. Louis. Crane & Co., that will sell 
me plumbing supplies. 

Sent Elsewhere for Material. 

“A few days ago I was doing an im- 
portant job in Newport’ Heights and 
wanted to get some material for use 
in connection therewith. Crane & Co. 
could not supply me and I called up 
several other firms. The others had the 
desired material, but refused to furnish 
it unless I joined the Master Plumbers’ 
Association. 

“The result was I had to send to an- 
other city for the ggods I wanted. 

‘In other States refusal to sell a man 
merchandise or supplies of eny kind 
would subject the offender to a criminal 
prosecution. I think such a law should 
be on the Missouri statute books. But 
at any rate I am not going to join the 
Master Plumbers’ Association, notwith- 
standing the wishes of the trust. It 
may be that I will institute civi] action 
against the companies that refuse to 
sell to me.”’ 

Recently the Coyne Bros. Plumbing 
Co. filed suit for $250,000 damages in the 
Circuit Court against the N. O. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co., the Crane compiny 
and the L. M. Rumsey Manufacturing 
Co. The petition alleged that the three 
firms, by agreement, refused to sell 
plumbers’ supplies to the Coyne firm 
because it was not a member of the 
Master Plumbers’ Association. 

The-refusal, according to the plaintiff, 
resulted in an actual loss to the Cuyne 
company of $85,000. 

Trusts Are Outlaws, 

The suit is filed in accordance with 
the provisions of the Missouri anti-trust 
law, which prohibits the formation of 
trusts, pools or combinations to control 
the output, distribution or price of any 
article of commerce or manufacture. It 
provides daily fines and forfeitures of 
charters as penalties and releases the 
customers of such combinations or pools 
from paying for articles bought from 
them. 

Circuit Judge Ryan decided in the case 
of Plumber Joseph E. Walsh against 
the Cahill-Swift Supply Co. that pay- 
ment cannot be compelled for goods 
bought from a trust. Judge Ryan's de- 
cision virtually makes the trust an out- 
law. Walsh owed the Cahill-Swift com- 
pany $240. 

W. R. Coyne, senior member of the 
Coyne Bros. Plumbing Co., was until 
April, 196, proprietor of one of the 
largest plumbing houses in St. Louis. 
At that time the Crane Co. was fight- 
ing the monopoly and across the front 
of their establishment was a huge ban- 
ner with this inscription: “‘We are not 
in the trust—independent dealers.”’ 

Coyne was opposed on all sides and so 
was the Crane .Co, 

They soon became formidable allies. 
When others refused to sell supplies to 
Coyne, he bought of the Crane Co. The 
efforts of the Crane Co., te bust the 
trust cost that firm, it is said, more 
than a million dollars. Coyne declared 
in his petition that the Crane Co. sub- 
sequently joined the trust, 

It appears from the statement of Mr. 
Holly, however, that the Crane Co. is 
now selling to independent dealers. 


FOLK FAVORS REPUBLICAN. 


Citizenship Asked by McNatt 
Given After Election.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14.—State 
KSenator John R. MecNatt has learned 
something through recent correspond- 
ence with Gov. Folk, 

Senator McNatt, who lives in Aurora, 
asked the Governor to restore citizen- 
ship to J. K. Lee of Aurora and City 
Marshal Griffith of Peirce City. He was 
more vigorous in his efforts to procure 
favor for Lee, who, he said, was his 
neighbor and friend. In a letter, June 
1. MeNatt urged that Lee be restored 
to citizenship before June 30, ‘‘so he 
can vote for me in the primary.” He 
also said that he did not care so much 
about Griffith, saying: “He is a Repub- 
lican, elected Marshal of Peirce City, 
and of course [ don’t care if he stays 
disfranchised.”’ 

Though the Governor says his atten- 
tion was not called to these points of 
the letters. it is a fact that Griffith. 
the Republican, received his restoration 
to citizenship within a few days of the 
receipt of McNatt’s letter, while Lee, 
the Democrat, was not restored to citi- 
zenship until yesterday.
